A gentleman relates, 
that having planted cern, te opeued some hills @ 
few days afterwards, to see if it had sprouted, 
and found almogt every kernel bristled with the 
wire worm, wkich bad perforated it on all sices. 


Many fields of gram and grass have been serious 


ly iujured, and some almost eutirely destroyed.
